We write to request your co-operation in keeping such litera- 
turé at a minimum, You can do this by referring to us for censorship 
any articles or manuscripts about which you are doubtful, 


This office is prepared to review and pass promptly upon any 
manuscripts you may submit. All manuscripts are reviewed and returned 
with the least possible delay. 


In helping to present the war and its problems fairly to the 
public, publishers are peculiarly fitted to render the nation a patriotic 
service, The Department of Military Censorship asks your aid in sup- 
pressing pro-German propaganda and in withholding military secrets, 

And in making this request it feels assured of your hearty co-operation.

1. Referring to your etter of the 27th ultimo, with which you enclose a dis- 
tinguished-service eross manufactured by a orivate concern, I am directed by the 
Secretary of Var to infarm you as follows: 

There is no law under which the mnufacture of United States decorations, 
medals, etce, by private concerns, either foreign or domestic, can be prevented. 

There is, at present, a law before Congress which, if passed, will prevent 
the wearing of any official decorations, medals, etc., by any perspn not entitled 
to wear them. A heavy penalty for violation of this act is attached to it as 
now presented to Congress, but this will involve the punishment of the wearer, 
not the manufacturer. 

The War Department desires to thank you for your patriotic interest in 
bringing this matter to its attention.

I am returning the list of foreign decorations, adding in 
pencil those which I know have been awarded to Americans since 
making up the original list. 


The two added British medals have been awarded only to 
Americans who served in the British Army, but of course we have 
several of such who later came into our own amy. 


The Panamanian medal I have :given under the nane as given 
to me. EI am at a loss, however, to understand what it means. 


Regarding the Chinese decoration of the Wen Hu, I am not 
sure whether this has actually been awarded to Americans. As 
the information came to me that was the name given and the 
ribbon was said to be red with white edges. However, that is 
the ribbon for the Order of the Chah Ho (Golden Grain) which 
is a military order, while the Wen Hu order has a different 
ribbon and is awarded for scientific and literary work. I am 
in communication with the Chinese Embassy and hope to clear 
this matter up shortly. 


Thank you for the photographs you sent me. I hope to be 
in New York this month to get some photographs for my publi- 
cation. It has been delayed because I have been preparing an 
article for the National Geographic,which will appear in their 
December number, on American decorations and medals, with 


illustrations in colors.

My dear Mr. Wood: 


Further, in connection with the Grecian decorations, I have just 
seen an officer who returned from there with a Military Medal of Merit. 
it has an orange ribbon with two black stripes and at first glance 
looks very much like the ribbon of the Order of St. George of Russia. 
it is awarded only for military services and has four classes, the 
first three being distinguished by a wreath on the ribbon, in gold, 
Silver and bronze according to class. The medal, photograph of which 
you sent me, ribbon being black and blue, is not the Military Medal of 
Merit but is one which is awarded only for gallantry. in action, the 
Military Medal of Merit being given for any meritorious military ser- 
vices. ‘the name of the one which you sent me this officer did not 
‘know but he did not believe that it was "Merité Venizelos" as he never 
heard that term used and he saw several of the mdals. Both of these 
were instituted by Venizelos when he was head of the provisional govern- 
ment at Saloniki, 1916-17, in order to have something with which to re- 
ward his soldiers,as of course he could not give them the regular 
Grecian decorations which were controlled by the crown. After the fall 
of Constantine these two decorations were taken over by the regular 
Grecian government and are still being awarded. ‘The Grecian Minister 
has written to Athens for full information and expects it by the end 
of this month or the first of November. 


Regarding China, the Order of the Chah-Ho, as I wrote you, has a 
red ribbon with white edges, the badge itself being enamelled white. 
The Order of the Wen-Hu has a green ribbon with.red edges and the badge 
is blue with a tiger on it. Then there is also the Order of Pao Kwang 
Chah-Ho but I have not seen either the badge or the ribbon. If you get 
one please let me know about it. ‘The Attaché at the Chinese Legation 
tells me that he recently saw where two Chinese governors were awarded 
the Order of the White Eagle. He believes this must be a new Chinese 
decoration although he has no further information about it, but he is 
writing to China to get data but does not expect a reply inside of three 


months.

The Panamanian Republic has recently instituted a medal called 
"La Solidaridad" which they translate "The Allied Effort". It has 
three classes, the first class being in gold, the other two in bronze, 
the second class distinguished by a rosette on the ribbon. The 
ribbon is red with 1/4 inch blue stripe down the center and a 1/8 
inch white stripe on each side of the blue. Quite a number have been 
given to Americans.
